Forrest miis- 
tend lint 7,000 men, hut these were the 
pick of Ills veteran followers, the hardiest 
and liest traliud horseliock soldiers iu the 
field.

The yonngeait emmrade In tho Grand 
Army of tho Bepiihllc toelay, who came | 
out of the war with exceptionally high ^ 
rank and fame won on tlie field of liattle, | 
is Nelson A. MIU'S. General Miles Is a 
member of Ijofayctto post, 140, depart- 
ment of New Vork. A brilliant career on | 
the plains as an Indian fighter kc<)t Gen- 
eral Miles before the ej’eof the public after 
the events of tho civil war had txviscd to 
be talked ubottt, especially with reference 
to tlie luiportancoof work done hy Individ- 
ual loaders. All shared tlie glory of the 
groat victory But a gUinco Ixickward to 
tho “might liavc b(8ins” hn*l the war pro- 
longed suggests that Milos would h.avc be- 
come a great figure on any field siiltcvl to 
bis energies. He was a very young man to 
have won, starting ns a raw soldier, the 
rank of major gt'Dcml and tho command 
of a division In the splendid Second corps 
of the Army of the Potomac. Young men 
were c>>mlng to the front In 1 86.3, and 
doubtless one more shifting of corps (Mm- 
manders would liave brought Miles to the 
hood of his corjis, suerx-ssor to .‘4iimi;er and 
Hancock. What a leap lu four years for a 
yonng civilian whom Governor Andrew 
thought too youpg, nt 22, to be Intrusted 
with the resixinsibllltles of captain. The 
governor declined to commission him high- 
er tlian lieutenant. After he had distin- 
guished liimself ns astulf oflircr with that 
rank, the governor of New York appointed 
him nontenant colonel, which shortly 
placed him nt the head of o regiment, tlie 
unit In an arni.v, whera lie had a chance to 
show tlio warrior stuff th.-.t was in him. 

Hancock said of Miles while ho was a 
regltncntal oflieer and not yet 24 years of 
ag»', “I expect to lx- under command of 
that young iii.an seme day. " Miles' con- 
temporaries of equivalent standing .and 
opportunlM(-s In I8(’»j wero young men. 
Cusrtcr liad entered tlic war lu 1861 nt 22, 
tho same age ns Miles. Getieral .1. II. 
Wilson, who, lu the event of a contlnnimi-o 
of tho war, with 186.3 os a .starting point 
for a new period, would have Ixvn a close 
rival to Sheridan as a cavalry loader and 
winner, was 24 In 1861, or six years youn- 
ger than Shia'.'iiMi. himself tho youngest of 
tlte great leaders on cither side, except 
fcTtuart. Kilpatrick and Merritt, Uith prom- 
isiug generals in 1865, were 25 when tho 
war broke out. Uontrast tho ages if these 
young men, whose mothers surely lookeu 
upon them as boys when they marched away 
to war, with thoeeof the more notcxl loaders 
of both armies.

Miles waH at a dl.sadvantago In other re- 
spects iia well ns in age. Tho .army h.-.d 
more than a supply of brilliant young enp- 
talns and lieutenants, traliii'cl nt West 
Point. Custer, Merritt, Kilpatrick and 
Wilson were all Wesg Point men, thon.gh 
they earned their spurs before they put 
them on, and after all it was a test of abil- 
Itj for tlio men of training us well us tlie 
civilian. But when they received a .start 
the West Pointers arose nt a bound. Miles 
served with his regiment more tlian a year 
before ho got command of a Iirigiide, and 
tliat WO.S in tho third year of hU si'rvlco. 
Custer leaped at once from a stuff posi- 
tion, not ‘xxaltod at that, to the hoiul of a 
cavalry brigade In tho Army of the Poto- 
mac Merritt and Kilpatrick got brigades 
abont tho same ttmo, having previously 
served iu tho cavalry, yet without cftraor- 
dinary distinction. Cavalry lenfU'rs were 
much In demand nt the timo, but It Is sig- 
nificant tliat these three soldiers, one nt 24 
and tho otlicrs at 27, were appointed to 
command cavalry brigades, when Sheri- 
dnu, nt 81, was considered by ouino of tho 
officers of his first regiment too youthful 
for a colonel of (rivalry. 

Geo«ral Kilpatrick. 

Kilpatrick made a good start for fame. 
Hu was lu tho graduating cla.is at \icM, 
Point In the spring of 1861, and when 
Llunoln caihd for vultintecrs in April he 
and n companion cadet jietitlonetl the war 
department to skip the usual exercises and 
send tho whole class to the front. His 
oommoDCcmcnt (Lay was po.ised on tho bat- 
tlefield at Big Ilrthel, V.a., Juno 10, and 
ho was wonndeil there while lending tho 
advance of Duryua’s zouaves. The wound 
received at Big Bethel changed Kilpatrick’s 
war caroer. He was at homo rveorering 
when the loom in cavalry recruiting 
roached Its height Bull Bun had boon 
fought, and tho fame of tlo Black Horse 
(avalry stlrrvd tho Yankee boys to emulate 
the deeds of southom chivalry and tread 
tho path to glory on horselmch. Hu n>- 
crulted a squadron for a regiment which 
took the field In tho fall cf 1861 as tho tioc- 
ond N(wv York (Karris Light Gn.-»nl). In 
tho spring of 1802 Kilpatrick Ix-c.rn-.e colo- 
nel of the njglnicnt and Kd I hi advani-o 
of the army from Waslilngton to the llap- 
pabannock.

free silver dominates the American 
mind and carries at the polls it will 
bring about a change in Flnglaiid 
that will l>e ruinous from its smlden- 
ness and severity. The damage that 
can l)C done British manufacturers 
hy a protective tariff is slight com- 
pared with the disasters that would 
Im- entailed by a change from a single 
gold to a complete bimetallic stand- 
ard. 

“It is evident that the Democratic 
party will not renominate a man 
who holds to President fdeveland’s 
ideas on money, and the only hope 
for a continuation of Mr. Cleveland’s 
financial p.ilicy will he in the suc- 
cess of the Republicans in the next 
election. 

“The success «.f free coinage 
will bring down the rate of interest 
on money, and cans.- an immediate 
rise- in the price of all commodities. 
AVhen silver Ix-comes primary money 
the American mines will pour their 
products into the mint, and a new 
era similar to tliat produced by the 
issue of greenhat-ks during the civil 
war will Is-gin. Gold will leave the 
hanks and enter into coinp«-tition 
with silver in the avenues of trade, 
and the manufactories of the United 
States, which have Ix-en shut down 
or crippled since 189-2, will again re- 
sume their fight for the English 
markets. 

“It is doubtful whether the Repub- 
lican party can Im- held nuieh longer 
in check hy sound money stateinen, 
as its adherents are divided hy pow- 
erful factions. The I)«-inoeratic 
party is also breaking up umler the 
weight of the free silver agitation.

In almost every State in our Union 
there are tree schools for the various de- 
fei-tive classes. 

Kentucky established her scool for the 
blind in 1842, being the eighth school of 
the kind in the country. There are now 
thirty-five such schools in the United 
States, in which were trained, last year, 
3,757 blind children, of whom 132 were 
in the Kentucky school for the blind at 
Ixniisville. 

The purpose of the State in founding 
the school was to give to the child with 
defective sight as good an education as is 
offeretl to the seeing child, and, in addi- 
tion, to give it instruction in manual 
training. 

In 1884 the General Assembly passed 
an act providing for the addition of a de- 
partment in a separ.ate building, and 
distinct from the whites, for the evluca- 
tion of the colored blind children ot the 
Slate. 

In carrying out the purpose of the 
founders of this public school for the 
blind the Board liave endeavoreil to 
meet the expectations of a wise and 
beneficent public sentiment. They have 
trie<l to follow in the line first marked 
out by thevse eminent men, who, for many 
years, guided the progress of tlie school. 

AVith this end iti view they liave se- 
cured skillful and devoted teachers, good 
and faithful servants, improve-l educa- 
tional appliances, and have provided 
that the chiidren under their control 
shall be pro|>erly and kindlr cared for 
in resjiect to their foood, their siielter, 
their clothing, and their health, thus 
providing the advantages of a high clais 
Ixiarding school, free of cost for all blind 
children. 

Nutwithstandingall this, alio'jt sevent}' 
per cent, of the blind children of Kentuc- 
ky, he* ween the teachable ages of six and 
sixteen years of age, are growing up in 
ignorance, witliout any share in thegreat 
advantages so freely offered by the 8tate. 

The American idea for a school for the 
blind is as far removed from its being an 
asvliim on tlie one hand, as it is from its 
being a hospital for the treatment of die-

Kentucky estahlisheii her scool for Ihe 
blind in 1842, being the eiirlitli school of 
the kind in the country. There are now 
tliirty-fivo such schools in the United 
States, in which were trained, last year, 
3,7.57 bliml children, of whom 132 were 
in the Kentucky school for the blind at 
I/Fuisville. 

The purpose of the State in founding 
the school was to give to the child with 
defective sight as good an education as is 
offered to the seeing child, an«l, in addi- 
tion, to give it instruction in manual 
training. 

In 1884 the General Assembly passed 
an act providing for the addition of a de- 
partment in a separate building, and 
distinct from the w bites, for the exluca- 
tion of the colorevl blind children of the 
Stale. 

In carrying out the purpose of the 
founders of tiiis public school for the 
blind the Board have endeavoreil to 
meet the expectations of a wise and 
beneficent public sentiment. They liave 
tried to follow in the line first marked 
out by those eminent men, who, for many 
years, gnideil the progress of the school.

Sidney Dozier, F>q., who lives in 
the eastern j>art of Madison county, 
was in tlie CLI.MAX office last Wed- 
nesday. He related an interesting 
story of a trip he made with others 
toRiehmoiul, Va., .">4 years ago. In 
1842, a resident of tlie Old Domin- 
ions capital, named Ratcliif, caiiD- to 
Madison county and iMiiight eleven 
liuiulred hogs at cash for part 

and $1.25 on time for the balance. He 
emjiloyed Travis Million and Andrew 
Jenkins to gatlier tlie liogs togetlicr 
and tlrive them to Rieumond, Virgi- 
nia. They hired Mr. Dozier, tlien a 
strong young man of seventeen, 
Horace l‘arks. Rice PortwcMxl, Pen 
Coe, Ed Bently, Howard Bently, 
Phil Christopher, Sam Wright and 
William Crews to help drive. They 
went the old State roatl. then called 
tin* “Wilderness Road,” to Cumber- 
land Gap. Thence through Powell’s 
Valley and continuing the old Fort 
Chi.swell or pioneer road from Vir- 
ginia to Kentucky, finally crossed 
the Blue Ridge arid down the James 
River Valley to Richmond. They 
were two and a half weeks on the 
road. They were paid only $8 a 
month and expenses, but in those 
depressed times -when corn was only 
40 cents a barrel in the field, and 
cows $4 a head, $8 would buy a great 
deal. 

It ,wns a fine trip for the lioys, as 
none of them ha<l ever lieen so far 
from home. 

Mr. Dozier says prices were mueli 
lower tlien tlian now, but he lielicves 
money was more plentiful. Jaekson 
luui vet(K‘d the bank bill, iis he indi- 
cated in his message to Congress in 
IKIfi that lie would do, and times 
were liard.
